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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 
For the year 1928 


The year 1928 was notable for sound development in a number 
of ways, as will be evident to those who read the reports which 
follow. Important purchases have been made possible from 
the income of the Wade, Harkness, Hurlbut, Allen, and Holden 
Purchase Funds, and through a special grant from the John 
Huntington Art and Polytechnic Trust; while a generous addi- 
tional contribution from the last, coupled with careful opera- 
tion, enabled us to close the year without a deficit. The recom- 
mended budget for the year 1929, amounting to $267,783, has 
been approved, this being only 3.79% larger than that for the 
current year, but, unfortunately, $13,000 in excess of the esti- 
mated income. We are again faced with the urgent need for 
largely increasing the Endowment Funds which provide income 
available for operating expenses. 


THE TRUSTEES 


Early in the year, the Museum met a serious loss in the death, 
on January 6, of David Z. Norton, one of the incorporators who 
organized the Museum in 1913, a member of the Board and of 
the Associations Committee from the beginning, and Second 
Vice President from 1926 until his death. Mr. Norton’s interest 
had been constant, and was evidenced by his many gifts and 
the hours of helpful service rendered. 

Two vacancies on the Board were filled by the election of 
Chester C. Bolton and Ralph M. Coe; Francis F. Prentiss 
succeeded Mr. Norton as Vice President. 

The Board held six meetings only, the other monthly meet- 
ings being omitted because a quorum could not be procured. 
The Trustees have given their usual careful consideration to 
many important matters, and the Director expresses the thanks 
of the Staff and the Museum members for the splendid service 
rendered. 

THE ACCESSIONS COMMITTEE 
Eight meetings were held, at which many objects of great 
importance were considered. The Director and the Curators 
wish again to express their appreciation of the fine support 
which the Committee has given them in working out a definite 
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policy for building up the collections. Ralph M. Coe was added 
to the Committee at the Annual Meeting. 


THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The service rendered by the Finance Committee deserves spe- 
cial mention, as the members are responsible for investment of 
endowment funds and for the approval of investments of 
certain trust funds in the charge of trust companies. At the 
Annual Meeting, Edward B. Greene asked to be relieved, and 
Henry G. Dalton was appointed in his place. 


ADVISORY COUNCIL 


Individual members of the Council have been called upon fre- 
quently during the year, and have given invaluable service. 
Ralph M. Coe was elected a Trustee, and four new Councilors 
were added at the Annual Meeting: Charles B. Gleason, Mrs. 
Thomas P. Howell, Mrs. John Sherwin, and Mrs. Andrew 
Squire. 
IN MEMORIAM 
Two deaths of particular significance to our members were 
those of Mrs. Francis Perry Smith, last surviving child of John 
Huntington, a Founder of the Museum, and of Mrs. Horace 
Kelley, widow of another Founder. With their deaths, comes an 
end to the immediate generation of the four men who made the 
Museum possible—John Huntington, Horace Kelley, Hinman 
B. Hurlbut, and Jeptha Homer Wade. We must again at this 
time pay our tribute to their forethought and generosity which, 
back in the eighties, became the starting point for the present 
building and collections. 
THE STAFF 


There have been few changes in the Staff. Ethel F. Cook, who 
had served most efficiently as Secretary to the Director for six 
years, resigned early in the year, and was married in February; 
Clara E. Gaetjens and Doris S. Whitslar were appointed joint 
Secretaries, commencing work in January. 

Sybil Cox resigned as Editorial Assistant, and Helen S. Foote 
was assigned to succeed her, giving half time to editorial work. 

At the Annual Meeting new positions were created in recog- 
nition of long years of faithful service: Minnie H. Bredbeck, 
who has charge of all the curators’ records, was given the title 
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of Recorder; Sophie Burgdorff, who is in charge of the General 
Office, correspondence files, and supplies, was made Chief 
Clerk; Ida Lee Rogers, Secretary to the Educational Depart- 
ment; Mrs. Daisy W. Warner, Assistant Publicity Secretary; 
and Flora E. Hard, Assistant in Charge of the Sales Desk. 

Mr. Milliken, Mr. Francis, and Mrs. Dunn were granted 
leaves of absence for study and travel abroad; and Mr. Howard 
spent several months in the Southwest. 

The bonus payments for June 30, amounting to $7,212.50, 
were made to 74 employees, 30 of whom had served six years 
or more and received the maximum payment, as contrasted 
with 27 for 1927. There has never been a finer spirit within the 
organization, or a more earnest desire for economical and 
efficient work. 

Thirteen staff meetings were held during the winter months, 
usually on alternate Wednesday mornings. During the latter 
part of the year, the first meeting of each month, when depart- 
mental reports are submitted, was thrown open to any assistant 
who could attend. This experiment is being continued, as it 
gives a larger group the benefit of hearing the work of the 
Museum described and discussed. At these larger meetings 
from thirty to forty are usually present. 

Meetings of the curators were held from time to time, as 
called for by circumstances. 


FINANCES 


The report of the Treasurer, with financial statements, will be 
found on page 86. 

It will be noted that the cost of operating was $248,708.77 on 
an approved budget of $258,000. This result was only secured 
by careful economy. Each year, as the budget is studied and 
restricted mere and more carefully, it becomes more difficult to 
operate within it. The income from sources available for 
expenses was $256,621.27, so that it was not necessary to use 
the income from the Harkness Fund, which is thus made avail- 
able for purchases for the Harkness Collection. However, this 
result was made possible only because of an extra $10,000 con- 
tributed by the John Huntington Art and Polytechnic Trust.

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ENDOWMENTS 

On January 10 a fund of $5,000, to be known as the Henry T. 
Loomis Memorial Fund, was established by Mrs. Henry T. 
Loomis. The principal is to be held intact, but the use of the 
income is without restriction, although the donor expressed the 
wish that for the time being the income for the fund should be 
used for the purchase of books for the Library. 

As a number of members have wished to make gifts of small 
sums as memorials, the Trustees have voted to establish a 
Memorial Endowment Fund into which will be deposited me- 
morial gifts of not less than $100, the principal sums to be held 
intact and the income to be used at the discretion of the 
Trustees. It is understood that the names of all people so memo- 
rialized shall be printed in the Annual Reports of the Museum 
for at least twenty-five years. 


THE GENERAL ENDOWMENT FUND 


This important fund, which must furnish a large part of the 
income available for operating expenses, has not been increased 
in recent years; but it seems necessary that, during 1929, steps 
should be taken to increase it, or the Membership Endowment 
Fund, by at least $500,000 if we are to safeguard properly the 
future development of our work. 


BEQUESTS 


Under the will of James Ward Packard, the Museum received 
a collection of thirty watches, of the finest modern workman- 
ship, and the sum of $2,000 for their care. After careful study 
and consultation with Mrs. Packard and the executors of the 
estate, the Director recommended that the collection and the 
fund be transferred to the Horological Institute of America, 
at Washington, which could make better use of the collection 
and carry out more closely the understood wishes of Mr. 
Packard. This transfer was approved by the Trustees, and the 
collection, with the accompanying fund, will be turned over 
to the Institute early in 1929. 

No other bequests were received during the year, but by the 
will of Anna M. Schweinfurth, who died on December 24, pro- 
vision was made for establishing the “Charles Frederick 
Schweinfurth Scholarship Fund” of $10,000. 
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By the will of Cornelia T. Woodhill, the Museum inherits the 
residuary estate after the expiration of certain life interests; 
but the will is being contested, and the outcome is not yet 


determined. 
ATTENDANCE 


The total attendance registered for the year was 311,704, the 
third largest in our history, only being exceeded in 1921 and 
1922, when excessive unemployment brought greater numbers 
to museums, libraries, et cetera. Of the 311,704 recorded visit- 
ors, only 11,788 paid admission, less than 4% of the total, 
showing how near our Museum is to being a free institution. 
The receipts for door admissions were $2,890.25. About one- 
third of the visitors recorded (101,000) came for some special 
purpose, such as lectures, classes, or work in the library. In 
addition to these recorded visitors receiving special service as 
indicated, there are several hundred each year who come for 
consultation with staff members regarding works of art, educa- 
tional problems, and other matters of importance.

EXHIBITIONS 
During the year twenty special exhibitions were held, including 
the three annual exhibitions: the Exhibition of Work by Cleve- 
land Artists and Craftsmen in May; the Exhibition of Contem- 
porary American Oil Paintings in June; and the Water Color Show 
—all of which become increasingly important each year. Eight 

exhibitions were also shown in the Educational Department. 

Perhaps the most significant exhibition was that of Represen- 
tative Art through the Ages, a most notable and beautiful 
gathering of great examples; the exhibition resulted in sales, for 
the Museum collection and for private collections in Cleveland, 
aggregating over $400,000. 

The exhibition of prints lent by members of The Print Club 
filled Gallery IX to overflowing and was an impressive indica- 
tion of the variety and wealth of private collections of prints 
in Cleveland.

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THE COLLECTIONS 


The reports of the curators will show in detail the important 
accessions made in the various departments, and will prove 
interesting reading. 

There were added to the collections 1,252 items, of which 248 
were by gift and 1,004 by purchase; 10 items were added by 
purchase to the Huntington and Hurlbut collections which 
stand on our records as loans. Regular loans numbered 2,500 
items. 

The labeling and installation of the collections have been 
given much careful attention and, at the close of the year, the 
galleries seem more beautiful and effective in their arrangement 
than ever before. 

Among the notable gifts of the year a few are mentioned to 
show the variety of interest evidenced by them. Early in the 
year a superb portrait by Veronese was purchased from the 
new fund established by Mrs. L. E. Holden, with assistance 
from Mr. and Mrs. Guerdon S. Holden. Mr. and Mrs. E. B. 
Greene gave a very fine drawing, “Landscape with Figures,” 
by Claude Lorrain; Mrs. John Long Severance, a Greek 
necklace of gold and precious stones; and Mr. Severance added 
a group of thirty-four pieces to his already important collec- 
tion of Korean pottery. 


RADIO 

The programs over the radio, through Station WHK, were con- 
tinued up to June, but were not resumed in the fall owing to 
the absence of Mr. Quimby and the difficulty of broadcasting 
from the organ with visiting organists. It is anticipated that 
an extension of the radio programs will be inaugurated in 1929. 
A very large audience can be reached in this way, and the 
best means of presenting musical and other programs of inter- 
est and value are being carefully studied. 


The program from January to May was as follows: 
Wednesdays at 5:30, Fridays at 12:40, and Sundays at 
5:15, organ recital of thirty minutes. 
Friday evenings at 7:30, ten minute talks by staff 
members.

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MEMBERSHIP 


The report of Mr. Frary, on page 50, indicates the gratifying 
gain in membership during the year, the total on December 31 
being 6,482, the largest in our history. The total receipts were 
$69,690, or $17,035 more than receipts for 1927. Of this total 
$23,510 was added to the Membership Endowment Fund, which 
now amounts to $275,052.60. The balance of income available 
for operating expenses was $46,180, while the total cost of 
operating the Membership Department was $31,131.37. It is 
hoped that the current year will show a still larger membership, 
approaching nearer to the goal of 10,000 members set some 
years ago.

EDUCATIONAL WORK 


Those who recognize the great importance of our educational 
responsibility will be greatly interested in Mr. Howard’s report 
on page 55. It indicates the significant and constructive way in 
which the work of his department is being developed. 

The Cleveland Public Schools continue to codperate in the 
most helpful way. It is hoped that in addition to Miss Horton 
and Miss Malin a third teacher may soon be assigned, to extend 
still further the work done. More effective plans have been 
worked out with the Shaker Heights and Cleveland Heights 
schools, pupils from which now come on regular schedule, 
while pupils from suburban schools at greater distances are 
also coming more frequently. 

The increasing demands made by the schools and the enthu- 
siasm developing for the Saturday work for members’ children 
have made the need for more room imperative. Much time has 
been given to studying the actual present and future require- 
ments, soon to take form in tentative floor plans for the 
Children’s Museum, which has long been talked of but must 
now be made, in some way, a dream realized. 

Mrs. Dunn and Miss Horton attended the Prague Inter- 
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national Congress for Art Education last summer, and report 
that the joint exhibition arranged by the Cleveland Public 
Schools, The Cleveland School of Art and the Museum, showing 
how the art work of the city is codrdinated, was most effective 
and attracted much attention. 


THE LIBRARY 

The greatly increased use of the Library is indicated in Miss 
Sill’s report on page 43. This is particularly true in the case of 
lantern slides, 69,667 having been used during the year. Impor- 
tant purchases have been made from the various funds avail- 
able; but the demand for expensive publications, needed by the 
curators in connection with new accessions, is still in excess of 
the income available. In the near future some way must be 
found to provide larger funds for purchases of books. 


MUSIC 

The work of the Department of Musical Arts has been carried 
on along the usual lines. Mr. Quimby was absent the larger part 
of the year, studying in Paris; but he planned the season’s work 
before leaving, and the details have been carried out under the 
direction of Mr. Francis. Necessarily, the work has had to be 
modified because of the absence of the curator; there have been 
fewer explanatory talks than heretofore and no singing by audi- 
ences. An interested audience continued to fill the hall to over- 
flowing for almost every musical event, which seems to indicate 
that the Museum is meeting a real need and is succeeding in its 
effort not only to build up an appreciation of fine chamber 
music but also to aid in training intelligent audiences for or- 
chestral and other concerts in the city. 


THE BUILDING 
Every effort is made to maintain the building in perfect condi- 
tion. This entails constant effort on the part of the Superin- 
tendent, as indicated in his report on page 63. That success is 
achieved is indicated by the gratifying comments, made by many 
visitors, on the orderliness and cleanliness of our building. 


THE PRINT CLUB 
The year 1928 saw an increase in the activities of The Print 
Club, for added to the usual meetings was the interesting exhi- 
bition, held in December, of prints lent by Club members. 
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Through the kindness of Mrs. Ralph King, the Annual Meet- 
ing was held on January 23 at her home. FitzRoy Carrington 
spoke “On Print Collecting.” On April 17 Frank N. Wilcox talked 
on “The Artist—His Choice of Subject,” at a meeting held at 
the home of The Cleveland Society of Artists. The last meeting 
of the year was held at The Cleveland Museum of Art on De- 
cember 6, and the Curator of Prints gave an informal talk on the 
Exhibition of Prints lent by Club Members. 

Frank W. Benson very generously gave to the Club, in the 
spring, a special publication (No. 5), an etching, “Dawn.” The 
regular publication (No. 6) for the year 1928 was an etching by 
Frank N. Wilcox, “Fishermen of Percé.” 

The total receipts for the year were $5,762.01; the expenses 
were $4,179.92. 32 prints and 3 drawings were given to the 
Museum by The Print Club; and 67 prints and 6 drawings were 
added to the collection of the Museum by various members of 
the Club. 

The officers at the close of the year 1928 were: President, 
Charles B. Gleason; Vice Presidents, Woods King, Grover 
Higgins, and Mrs. Malcolm L. McBride; Treasurer, Howard P. 
Eells, Jr.; Secretary, Henry Sayles Francis. 

The Executive Committee was composed of the above named 
officers. 

The Accessions Committee was as follows: L. C. Hanna, Jr., 
E. B. Greene, Woods King, and Mrs. Malcolm L. McBride. 


THE FRIENDS OF THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 


The group known as “The Friends of The Cleveland Museum of 
Art” was organized in 1926 for the purpose of making systematic 
gifts over a period of five years to acquire important objects 
for the Museum collections. John L. Severance is Chairman 
and Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., Vice Chairman. It was decided to 
limit the purchases during the first few years to the field of 
paintings. Mr. Wade was greatly interested in the plan; and 
as he died while the original members were being secured, it 
was decided that the first purchase, an important painting by 
E] Greco, should be given in his memory. Contributions aggre- 
gating $12,000 were received for this special purpose from friends 
who did not care tomakeannual payments. Thesecond purchase, 
completed in 1927, was the primitive painting, Southern French, 
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“A Sainted Bishop.” Total receipts for the first three years, 
including the limited contributions for the Wade Memorial, 
were $55,450, and the cost of the two paintings was $49,637.09, 
which left an unexpended balance at the end of the year of 
$5,812.91. Negotiations are under way for an important pur- 
chase early in 1929 at a cost of $20,000, which will make neces- 
sary the use of all the funds anticipated from the annual sub- 
scribers. It will mean also that new Friends must be secured 
who will bring in an additional income of about $3,000. Informa- 
tion will gladly be given to any one who wishes to help in this 
important way. 
The annual contributors are grouped in four classes. 

Class A. Those pledging $1,000 per year for five years. 

Class B. Those pledging 500 per year for five years. 

Class C. Those pledging 250 per year for five years. 

Class D. Those pledging __100 per year for five years. 


THE FINE ARTS GARDEN 

A great day in the history of the Museum was July 23, when, 
under a brilliant blue sky with billowy white clouds, with a fresh 
breeze from the lake, the Fine Arts Garden—a wonderful 
culmination of Cleveland’s codperative spirit—was dedicated 
with appropriate exercises, in which Bishop Leonard, City 
Manager Hopkins, William G. Mather, Vice President of the 
Museum, and Mrs. John Sherwin, President of the Garden 
Club, participated. They were ably assisted by members of the 
Cleveland Symphony Orchestra, by a charming group—daugh- 
ters and friends of donors—who unveiled the sculptures, and 
by a group of classic dancers. The event will always be re- 
membered by those who were privileged to witness it. 

On November 1, the bronze group at the Holden Terrace, 
by Frank L. Jirouch, and the two drinking fountains, by Miss 
Emilie Fiero, were unveiled with simple ceremonies, thus com- 
pleting all but one feature of this great civic undertaking. There 
remain to be installed only the two bronze figures of the Earth 
and the Sun, which will go in the semi-circular lawns on either 
side of the fountain. These are to be the gift of Mrs. Leonard C. 
Hanna, who also gave the fountain, and are being modeled this 
winter in Rome by Chester Beach, who has done the other 
sculptures in the upper garden. 
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The donors have already been listed and thanked in former 
reports, but this occasion calls for a further expression of appre- 
ciation to all who have in any way shared in creating, at the 


Museum’s door, this most beautiful foreground.

THE CLEVELAND CONFERENCE FOR EDUCATIONAL COOPERATION 


The work of the Conference progressed well during the year, and 
the results will be apparent in publications soon to be issued. 

Several developments have occurred. The offer of Mr. and 
Mrs. John L. Severance of $1,000,000 for a Symphony Hall, 
provided a $2,500,000 endowment can be raised, seems to 
assure that the auditorium and symphony hall will be placed, 
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as suggested by the University Circle Commission, at the corner 
of Euclid Avenue and East Boulevard, adjoining the site of The 
Cleveland Museum of Natural History. 

Cultural centers throughout the city are being developed, 
although anticipated funds, which would make possible a more 
rapid progress, have not been secured. 

A number of committees are actively at work. Dr. James 
Holly Hanford has replaced Dr. G. C. Robinson on the Plan- 
ning Committee. The Director serves as Secretary of the Con- 
ference, but has not been able to give as much time or thought 
to the work during 1928 as formerly, although he attended 
over thirty committee meetings on Conference business during 
the year. 


NATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS 
The Director continues a member of the Board of the American 
Federation of Arts and second Vice President, and has attended 
a number of Board and Executive Committee meetings. The 
Annual Convention was held jointly with that of the American 
Association of Museums, in Washington, May 16 to 19. The 
Director spoke at the opening session on “Community Codpera- 
tion in Educational Planning” and presided at several of the 
sessions and conferences. The meetings were full of interest, 
and it is worth noting that besides Mr. Frary and Mr. Ramus, 
from the Museum staff, the Plain Dealer and the Press were 
specially represented by Miss Grace Kelly and David Dietz. 
The Director continues on the Council and Executive Com- 
mittees of the American Association of Museums; he presided 
at a special afternoon session on educational work which 
became so interesting that it was adjourned to meet again at 
the hotel in the evening. The fact that a large part of all meet- 
ings of both organizations is given over to the discussion of the 
educational aspects of museum work is well worth noting. 


COOPERATION 
The newspapers and other publications of Cleveland have con- 
tinued to codperate in a most sympathetic manner in acquaint- 
ing their readers with the work of the Museum, and we are 
indeed grateful for their fine assistance in the field of both art 
and music. 
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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 


There has been a gratifying increase of the use of the Museum 
and the Museum Library by The Cleveland School of Art, The 
Cleveland School of Architecture, and some of the colleges of 
Western Reserve University, notably by the teachers of Cleve- 
land College. 

Mr. Howard has given lectures at the School of Education 
and the Institute of Music, and Mr. Ramus has given talks and 
lessons at the Carnegie West Branch Library. Mr. Quimby 
continued his work as organsit at Adelbert College and gave his 
half-year course at the college. 

The Director has for the ninth year served as a member of 
the City Plan Committee of the Chamber of Commerce and as 
Chairman of the sub-committee on medal awards. He also 
served on the Advisory Committee for the School of Applied 
Social Service. Mr. Howard is once more a member of the Board 
of the Adult Education Association. 

The Director continued as a member of an Advisory Com- 
mittee of the Carnegie Corporation and of the American 
Academy in Rome. 

During the year, by vote of the Trustees, loans of objects 
were made to the following institutions: 

Cleveland Public Library, 
Detroit Institute of Art, 
Art Institute of Chicago. 

Thanks are due H. G. Dalton, E. B. Greene, L. C. Hanna, Jr., 
J. L. Severance and E. L. Whittemore for contributions which 
have made it possible for the Museum to join in underwriting 
for three years the publication Eastern Art, which fills a need 
in the Oriental field. 

The American Peace Association was given permission to 
hold a reception, in the Museum, for the delegates to their Con- 
vention on May 16, when about 1400 attended, the details be- 
ing in the hands of various efficient committees. Several con- 
ferences of teachers were held at the Museum, and many con- 
ventions given welcome, and guidance when desired. 

The colored people of Cleveland raised funds to be sent to 
Paul B. Travis, Cleveland artist, who spent some months in 
Africa. Mr. Travis secured an important collection of objects 
which were formally turned over to this Museum and to the 
Museum of Natural History at a dinner tendered by the African 
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Art Sponsors and the Gilpin Players on December 3. The collec- 
tion was shown at the Natural History Museum in connection 
with African animal groups then first exhibited. Early in 1929 
the collection will be divided between the two museums as the 
gift of the two groups of colored citizens. With their codpera- 
tion, it is hoped that these collections may be further developed. 

The Director and members of the Staff have been called upon 
to an increasing extent to give advice as to works of art and 
upon a wide variety of subjects. More and more collectors are 
coming to us for counsel before making purchases. This is a 
valuable service to the community which the Museum is glad 
to perform. 

Many important visitors came to the Museum during the 
year, from whom we gained much in the way of advice, and 
not a few left behind them pleasant words in commendation 
of our work. 

The thanks of the Museum have been given to the following 
friends who have donated plants to the Garden Court: Mrs. 
Adella Botham, Mrs. Henry C. Holt, Mrs. T. C. Keller, Mrs. 
D. D. Kimmell, Mrs. Arthur St. John Newberry and Mrs. 
W. G. Pollock. 


Together with the Trustees, I wish again to take this oppor- 
tunity to express to the members of the Staff, and to other 
employees, hearty thanks for their faithful and interested 
codperation. The capacity for working together is what makes 
the service the Museum renders to the community particularly 
effective. Without this enthusiasm and this devoted interest, the 
plans of the Trustees and the Director would not be effective. 

It is again my privilege to express to the Trustees, on behalf 
of the Staff, our appreciation for the splendid support which 
they have always given us, and for their notable practice of 
leaving us free to carry out, without interference, policies which 
have been approved by the Board. It is this freedom and sup- 
port which are largely responsible for the notable esprit de corps 
which exists in the Museum, and we are all grateful for the 
opportunity of working under such conditions. We again 
pledge our devoted service in behalf of the Museum, and to 
the work which is our common responsibility.

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DEPARTMENT OF PAINTINGS

The year 1928 has been one of steady and sustained growth in 
the Department of Paintings. This development has come partly 
through purchases, partly through generous gifts. The acces- 
sions of the Department have been further supplemented by 
many loans and by important special exhibitions. 

A most distinguished painting by Paolo Veronese has been 
added to the Holden Collection. It is a “Portrait of Agostino 
Barbarigo,”’ the hero of the Battle of Lepanto, whose figure also 
appears in the great canvas, “The Thanksgiving for Lepanto,” 
which Veronese painted for the Sala del Collegio in the Ducal 
Palace at Venice. This new acquisition was a purchase from the 
income of the L. E. Holden Fund, plus substantial additions 
from Mrs. L. E. Holden and Mr. and Mrs. Guerdon S. Holden. 

The Friends of The Cleveland Museum of Art, formed in 
1926, have not been able to give an additional painting during 
the past year: a portion of the 1928 income was needed to 
complete the payment upon the unique “‘Sainted Bishop,” an 
acquisition in 1927; and the remainder has been applied towards 
the purchase of a seventeenth century canvas which, it is hoped, 
will be an early acquisition in 1929. This statement indicates 
the important aid which this generous group is giving and 
emphasizes the need of a larger membership, so that the organ- 
ization can, in a very definite way, further the growth of the 
collections. 

All the remaining accessions, excepting only the “Oxfordshire 
Farm” which was painted by the English artist, H. H. Newton, 
and presented by an anonymous donor, are American and for 
the most part examples of contemporary art. The purchases are 
headed by ““The Race Track,” or ‘“‘Death on a Pale Horse,” one 
of the master-pieces of the great American mystic, Albert P. 
Ryder, and certainly his most famous picture. This very strik- 
ing acquisition came through the income of the J. H. Wade 
Fund. 

Mrs. Henry A. Everett added, by gift, three canvases to the 
Dorothy Burnham Everett Collection: of particular interest to 
Cleveland is ‘“‘Wisdom and Destiny,” by Henry G. Keller, the 
most important early canvas of this eminent local painter; the

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other two pictures are “Head of a Girl,” a fine early painting 
by John Singer Sargent, and a distinguished portrait, “Miss 
Russell,” by William M. Hunt. Mrs. Everett’s generosity has 
not stopped there, however, and again the Museum is grateful 
to her for many and repeated loans of American paintings. 

A fine group of water colors has been purchased from the 
J. H. Wade Fund, thus perpetuating Mr. Wade’s enthusiasm 
for this medium. Three of these—‘‘March Wind,” by Charles 
Burchfield, “Cliffs”, by Charles Hopkinson, and “Moonlight, 
Bermuda,” by Gifford Beal—were purchases from the Fifth 
Exhibition of Water Colors and Pastels. 

Cleveland holds a foremost place in America today in the 
field of water color, and five water colors from the tenth annual 
Cleveland exhibition were purchased also for the Wade Collec- 
tion. They are: “Gulls Feeding,” by Henry G. Keller; “The 
Patient Cow,” by Clarence H. Carter; “Provincetown Hav- 
ing Its Morning Fog,” by Grace V. Kelly; “From Our Bal- 
cony,” by Glenn Moore Shaw; and “Rain,” by Paul B. Travis. 
They are important additions to the permanent collection. 
Another Cleveland water color, ‘““The Green House,” by Alpo 
S. Tuura, who was so tragically killed last June, was presented 
by Mr. and Mrs. John L. Severance. An oil painting, “Fran- 
cesca,” by the Cleveland painter, Louise B. Maloney, was 
added to the Hinman B. Hurlbut Collection; this took first 
prize in the Portrait and Figure Class in the annual show. 

A “Still Life,” by the distinguished American, Henry Lee 
McFee, was bought from the Wade Fund during the Eighth 
Exhibition of Contemporary American Oil Painting; and ‘““The 
Old Bridge, Avignon,” by Norris Rahming, was a generous gift 
of The Cleveland Art Association. A portrait of John Hunting- 
ton, presented by John Huntington Hord, concludes the acces- 
sions to the Department. 

The loans of Mrs. Henry A. Everett have already been com- 
mented upon. Miss Myrta L. Jones has again lent, for a period, 
two Italian panels, one by Neri di Bicci, and the other by Sano 
di Pietro. Through the generous interest of Mrs. B. P. Bole, the 
original sketch by Bartholomeus Spranger for the “Ceres and 
Bacchus” of the Holden Collection has been hung beside the 
finished canvas. 

A series of special exhibitions enlarged the scope of the De-

partment. These included a memorial show for three painters, 
Thomas Eakins, Albert P. Ryder, and J. Alden Weir, held over 
from the previous year; the Fifth Exhibition of Water Colors 
and Pastels; Paintings of the Alps, by Albert Gos; and the 
Exhibition of Representative Art Through the Ages, in which 
there were fifteen exceedingly important paintings. 

The Tenth Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists 
and Craftsmen surpassed for the seventh consecutive time the 
amount of sales of preceding years: 231 items were sold for a 
total of $18,391.25. The encouraging feature is that with increase 
of sales comes increase of quality. The Eighth Exhibition of 
Contemporary American Oil Painting included sixty paintings 
by leading Americans and thirty by Cleveland artists. 

The work of Cleveland artists was made more widely known 
through the following objects or exhibitions sent out by the 
Museum: paintings and sculpture submitted to the One-Hun- 
dred and Twenty-Third Annual Exhibition of the Pennsylvania 
Academy of the Fine Arts; an exhibition of water colors, by 
Henry G. Keller, sent to the Fogg Museum, Cambridge, Massa- 
chusetts, at their request; paintings and prints, chosen from the 
annual Cleveland show, sent to the Akron Art Institute; paint- 
ings by Cleveland artists sent to the Ohio State Fair and to the 
Columbus Gallery of Fine Arts; paintings by Rolf Stoll sent to 
the Columbus Gallery of Fine Arts; traveling exhibition of 
Cleveland water colors to be exhibited in Minneapolis, Mil- 
waukee, Denver, Pasadena, San Diego; memorial exhibition of 
work by the late Alpo S. Tuura sent to Rochester, Elmira, and 
Syracuse. 


DEPARTMENT OF DECORATIVE ARTS 


MatHewson Curator 


The Decorative Arts Department, in its accessions for the year 
1928, again emphasizes its recognized purpose, quality rather 
than quantity. The acquisitions are not large in number, but 
they rank among the most important objects ever added to the 
Museum collections. 

First and foremost is the purchase for the J. H. Wade Collec- 
tion of the remarkable wooden sculpture, “Christ and St. John 
the Evangelist.” This group, dating about the year 1300, is one 
of the best known examples of early German carving. It has 
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been published many times, and was exhibited for a long period 
in the Kaiser Friedrich Museum in Berlin. Representing Ger- 
man Gothic at its best, it fills a long felt want in the Depart- 
ment, as German art has never been adequately represented. 

Three magnificent additions were made to the John Hunting- 
ton Collection—each an object of quite outstanding importance 
in its particular field. They are: two Romanesque griffins in red 
Veronese marble, dating about the year 1220 and coming from 
the portal of some North Italian church; an ivory book cover, 
Belgo-Lower Rhenish, of the eleventh century, long preserved 
in the Treasury of the Cathedral of Agram; and a marble relief 
by the Milanese sculptor, Amadeo. The book cover is in some 
ways the most unique. It has been published by a long series of 
the leading authorities on ivories, such as Darcel, Westwood, 
Vége, and Goldschmidt. 

Another exceedingly important acquisition is the gift of an 
ivory statuette of the Virgin and Child, French, the end of the 
thirteenth century. This came as a gift from Mrs. E. B. Greene, 
and greatly supplements the collection of ivories, as heretofore 
there has been no ivory in the round. The group shows in 
exquisite fashion the idealism of the earlier Gothic feeling and 
comes from the Spitzer Collection. It has been published in the 
catalogue of that collection, and as well by Molinier and 
Koechlin in their monumental works on ivories. 

A further acquisition, a purchase for the Wade Collection, is 
a unique abbot’s stall in carved wood, French, early sixteenth 
century. This, too, fills a gap and is an example of Gothic wood- 
work of quite outstanding quality. Its elaborately carved dais, 
or canopy, is flamboyant Gothic at its best; and the carved 
roundels with profile portraits inset in one of the finials show 
the first traces of the Italian Renaissance, which a few years 
later was to overwhelm the earlier style. 

One illuminated miniature was bought from the income of 
the J. H. Wade Fund. It is Florentine, attributed to Benedetto 
da Mugello, and dates in the first half of the fifteenth century. 
The subject is ““The Assumption of the Virgin,” and in work- 
manship and color it forms part of a group of miniatures done 
under the immediate influence of Fra Angelico. Again the new 
purchase ranks with the most distinguished examples of its 
craft.

Purchases were made forthe Dudley P. Allen Collection: 
a Louis XV chair signed “Cresson Laine’; and a pair of wall 
lights designed by the famous artist, Delafosse. These additions 
emphasize the steadily growing importance of the collection 
of eighteenth century furniture and woodwork. 

In modern ceramics, a “Madonna and Child,” by R. Guy 
Cowan, first prize in that section in the annual Cleveland show, 
was added to the Allen Collection. A water buffalo, by Kai 
Neilson, made by the Kahler Potteries, was purchased from 
the Exhibition of Danish Arts and Crafts and also added to the 
Allen Collection. 

A very fine example of modern silverware, from the Danish 
Show, was given to the Museum by the Danes of Cleveland. 
This much appreciated gift was a silver jar with cover, by 
A. Michelson. 

Through the courtesy of Miss Mary Newberry, the Museum 
has been able to exhibit as a loan a fine ceramic sculpture by 
Jean Gauguin. This piece, a “Wild Horse,” made in the pottery 
of Bing and Grondahl, was one of the outstanding exhibits of 
the Danish Exhibition. Loans of sculpture included a group 
of French and American pieces which were shown through the 
courtesy of Salmon P. Halle. 

The scope of the Department was furthered by two special 
exhibitions: The Danish National Exhibition of Arts and Crafts, 
lent by the Danish Government and circulated by The Brook- 
lyn Museum; and the exhibition of Representative Art 
Through the Ages. This last exhibition ranks among the most 
remarkable ever held in the Museum; and it is a pleasure to 
record that three objects were acquired from it for the Museum, 


by gift or purchase, and that three stayed in private collections 
in Cleveland. 


THE TEXTILE COLLECTION 


Gertrupe UnpDERHILL, Assistant Curator in Charge of Textiles 


During the past year the Textile Collection has received 
notable additions, forty-three pieces in all, including purchases 
and gifts. Most important is the back of a chasuble of fourteenth 
century Italian Lucchese brocade, with Cologne orphrey bands 
and strips of embroidery of the same period. Two Hispano- 
Moresque silks are fragments from the vestments of San Valero, 
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Lerida, and date from 1200 A. D. One of these is a unique piece 
in Museum collections. Two later silks of the fifteenth century 
are included in the Spanish group. A Persian brocade of the 
fifteenth century, a fragment of an Indian woolen carpet of the 
sixteenth century, and a Javanese gold batik were added to 
the Near East series. All were purchases from the J. H. Wade 
Fund, with the exception of one Spanish silk, the gift of H. A. 
Elsberg. 

Ten pieces of embroidery and lace, American, Philippine, 
Danish, and Roumanian, are gifts to the collection from Mrs. 
O. F. Kelsey, Mrs. Charlotte C. Clark, Misses Marguerite 
Thomas, Katherine King, and Myrta L. Jones. The series of 
printed cottons has been enlarged by ten French and six English 
pieces. These were added by purchase from the Dudley P. 
Allen Fund, and by gifts from Miss Lucy C. Barkwill, George 
W. Bierce, and Miss Frances Morris. A new type of textile for 
the collection is found in a series of contemporary printed silks 
designed by American artists. These are a gift of the Stehli Silk 
Corporation. An American bonnet is a gift of Miss Flora 
Kaufholz; a Chinese embroidered jacket, a gift of Mrs. Andrew 
Squire; and an Indian silk shawl, that of William T. Higbee. 

Three special exhibitions were held in the Textile Study 
Room: Painted and Printed Cottons; Historic Brocades, Vel- 
vets, and Damasks; and Laces. In Gallery X two special exhibi- 
tions were held: one, of the Wade embroideries from Algiers, 
Morocco, Greek Islands, Turkey, and Asia Minor; and the 
other, of laces which included some from the Museum collec- 
tions and important pieces owned by Mrs. John Sherwin. 

The Textile Collection has been used considerably more 
during the past year than ever before. As the resources of the 
Department increase and the knowledge of its range becomes 
known, an increasing interest of public and student is guaran- 
teed. Student groups from the College for Women and high 
schools of the city, women’s clubs, and interior decorators have 
made especial use of the collections.

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THE DEPARTMENT OF ORIENTAL ART 

In Charge, Henry Saytes Francis 
The most important addition to the Oriental Department dur- 
ing the year 1928 was a group of thirty-four pieces of Korean 
pottery, formerly in the collection of Dr. A. I. Ludlow, and 
recently given to the Museum by John L. Severance. This gift 
makes the collection of Korean pottery number more than two 
hundred pieces, and rounds it out in such a way as to make it 
representative of material in this field. A bottle of this same 
ware was given to the Museum through the kindness of 
Horace Potter. 

During the spring, the group of Indian jewelry on exhibition 
in Gallery XII was moved from the two wall cases to a case 
under the large window and placed in more effective arrange- 
ment. The Indian miniatures, formerly in the case by the 
window, were placed in the smaller cases. A general rearrange- 
ment was effected in the whole gallery by rehanging the rugs, 
and displaying the statuary and pottery to more advantage. 

Several interesting Indian and Persian miniatures were lent 
for the exhibition of Representative Art Through the Ages by 
Samuel Mather, H. G. Dalton, and Parish-Watson Company. 

The very fine collection of Japanese Prints belonging to E. L. 
Whittemore has been lent to the Museum at various times. Dur- 
ing this year, arrangements have been made that will enable the 
Museum to keep this collection on loan for an indefinite period. 
A Japanese print was given to the Department through the 
kindness of Miss Mary Newberry. 

Three items were purchased in the Textile Department in 
connection with the Oriental Department: a Persian brocade 
of the fifteenth century, a fragment of an Indian woolen carpet 
of the sixteenth century, and a Javanese gold batik of the 
nineteenth century. A Chinese jacket was the giftof Mrs. Andrew 
Squire; and a cashmere shawl was given by William Higbee. 


DEPARTMENT OF PRINTS AND DRAWINGS 
Henry Say tes Francis, Curator 
The growth of the department of a museum is an ever fluctu- 
ating process: the unknown and unexpected constantly change 
the emphasis from one type of addition to another. Regardless 
of a defined policy, opportunities of purchases are so wayward, 
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and the varied interests of generous donors so diverse that a 
plan necessarily deviates widely. Long despaired of vacancies 
will suddenly be abundantly filled; and unusual chances to in- 
crease the collection through purchase afford themselves and 
materially enhance the working value of the whole. Such 
exhilarating progress is evident in the following lines. 

Some outstanding pieces have come as gifts from members of 
The Print Club and interested patrons. Among a group of six- 
teen prints presented to the Museum by L. C. Hanna, Jr. area 
number of fifteenth-century woodcut illustrations, including an 
anonymous Italian print on vellum and “The Last Supper” 
from the Schatzbehalter, by Wolgemut, of 1491. The principal 
engraved work of Lucas Cranach, the Elder, a “Penance of St. 
Chrysostom,” and a beautiful impression of “St. Jerome in the 
Wilderness,” a woodcut by Hans Baldung Griin, represent the 
German sixteenth century; the same period is represented in 
Italy by the “Shepherd and Old Warrior,” of Domenico Cam- 
pagnola; in the Netherlands, by two engravings of Lucas van 
Leyden—his “Virgil Suspended in a Basket” is an unusually fine 
impression. Of the prints of the seventeenth century, the “Descent 
From the Cross by Torchlight,” by Rembrandt van Rijn, de- 
serves especial mention. 

The Museum collection received added prestige through the 
gifts of E. B. Greene of ““The Great St. Sebastian,” a woodcut 
by Baldung, and a “Holy Family in a Room,” by Lucas 
Cranach. Also, of great importance are “The Proverbs,” by 
Goya, a set of eighteen aquatints, examples of the most power- 
ful of the graphic work by that master, and fine impressions of 
an early edition. This group was presented by Grover Higgins. 

Another notable addition comes in the gift of Mrs. George A. 
Martin—a lithograph, “The Good Samaritan,” by Rodolphe 
Bresdin. Its intricacy of detail and unusual spirit give the 
print especial value in a field of lithography which, up to now, 
has not been represented. Combined with this is the added fact 
of the artist’s connection with Redon; Bresdin was the master 
of the brilliant young Frenchman. 

The Department is also indebted to the following people for 
their gifts: Ferdinand Burgdorff, Willard M. Clapp, Rossiter 
Howard, Richard Owen, Hugh Seaver, D. B. Updike, and Hugo

E. Varga. Mr. Burgdorff has given twenty-one of his own etch- 
ings to be placed in the Mrs. Stevenson Burke Collection. 

From The Print Club, through funds voted the Curator of 
Prints during the summer of 1928, come the following gifts: 
a group of five sixteenth-century woodcuts, among which are 
Direr’s “Martyrdom of St. Catherine of Alexandria” and a 
chiaroscuro woodcut, “St. Christopher,” by Lucas Cranach; 
one engraving by the Master M. Z.; a set of four etchings, the 
series of “The Prodigal Son,” by Abraham Bosse; three etch- 
ings of London by Wenzel Hollar; and four soft-ground etchings 
by John Sell Cotman. According to the usual custom, The Print 
Club presented the Print Department of the Museum with 
etchings, lithographs, woodcuts, and drawings from the Tenth 
Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists and Crafts- 
men. The gift this year comprised twelve prints and two draw- 
ings. Also the Annual Publication (No. 4), “St. Paul, Alpes 
Maritimes,” by John Taylor Arms, and an impression of the 
special publication for 1928 (No. 5), “Dawn,” by Frank W. 
Benson, were added to the collection. 

The purchases for the year have been comparatively few in 
number. For the Dudley P. Allen Collection, two woodcuts, by 
Rockwell Kent, were purchased; and from the money accruing 
from the Hungarian Exhibition, five woodcuts, of Rockwell 
Kent, and a drawing, by Georg Kolbe, were bought. A draw- 
ing purchased for the Dudley P. Allen Collection is by Jean 
Antoine Watteau, a preparatory sketch in sanguine for a paint- 
- ing, “The Romancer,” now in the Collection of the Baron 
Edouard de Rothschild. This was later engraved by C. N. 
Cochin. This purchase adds a work of great importance to the 
already notable drawing collection, in that it gives a represen- 
tation of the work of the supreme master of the eighteenth 
century in France. In connection with the Fragonard, Boucher, 
and Hubert Robert drawings previously acquired, it rounds out 
the working scope of the graphic art during the seventeen 
hundreds. Also it has especial value for the student, as it shows 
work done in red chalk in a facile manner. 

With the Watteau should be mentioned the gift of Mr. and 
Mrs. E. B. Greene, “Landscape with Figures,” a drawing by 
Claude Lorrain. The seventeenth century is a period which vastly 
influenced the art of the following years, particularly in the 
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field of landscape; and it is through such fresh examples of 
convincing drawing that a tradition has grown up to the last 
century and to our own time. The importance of this drawing 
is very evident because of its characteristic handling of the 
medium. 

A bookplate by W. R. Rychtarik was given by the artist. 

Finally, among other accessions, are sixteen reproductions of 
drawings from the Vasari Society, and thirty from the Prestel- 
Verlag, purchased for the Dudley P. Allen collection. Three 
hundred and forty-six reproductions of Diirer woodcuts were 
bought from the remainder of the balance of the Hungarian 
Fund. Added to these are two reproductions of drawings by 
Ingres, gifts of the Foster Brothers, of Boston, making a total 
of three-hundred and ninety-four items. 

The uncanceled copper plate for The Print Club publication 
etching, “St. Paul, Alpes Maritimes,” was also presented by The 
Print Club. 

On page 79 the exhibitions of the Department for 1928 are re- 
corded. It isinteresting to mention a fewof these. Fifty-one prints 
of the Charles W. Harkness Collection were exhibited at the time 
of the Harkness Memorial Exhibition. During the winter, the 
Quattro-Centennial Exhibition of Prints by Albrecht Direr 
was held. Eighty-one of the one-hundred and twenty-three 
prints comprising this exhibition were from the Museum 
collection; the remaining forty-two were lent through the 
kindness of E. B. Greene, Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., Mrs. Helen 
Haiman Joseph, Mrs. Ralph King, Mrs. F. F. Prentiss, and 
John L. Severance. In the fall an exhibition of prints lent by 
members of The Print Club was held; of the one hundred and 
ninety-seven items, one hundred and eighty-two were lent by 
seventy members of the Club. This magnificent codperation 
fulfilled, beyond expectation, the hopes and desires of the Execu- 
tive Committee of The Print Club and of the Curator of the 
Department; it demonstrated that genuine interest and real 
appreciation of the graphic arts are fostered in Cleveland. The 
remaining fifteen prints in this exhibition were the gifts of The 
Print Club to the Museum. 

The permanent exhibition of prints in Gallery XI was rehung 
during the autumn to meet the expansion of the Department.

During the year some original prints and a varying number 
of reproductions were used through the Educational Depart- 
ment for extension work in branch libraries in the city; these 
served as a stimulus for children who were unable to reach the 
Museum often, and also as material for children’s drawing 
classes. It has been the policy of the Department, in the past, 
to devote considerable time and attention to this work—pur- 
chasing, mounting, and preparing the reproductions. This is 
accomplished through the kindness of volunteer workers.

THE LIBRARY

Overcrowded bookcases and the encroachments of the rapidly 
increasing lantern slide and photograph collections on the 
space reserved for readers are evidence of the physical growth 
of the Library. That the growth is along practical and useful 
lines is proven by the constantly increasing use made not only 
of the books and magazines which are for reference purposes 
in the Library room, but also of the lantern slides and photo- 
graphs which are lent for club and school use. 
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Opportunities have come to the Library for the acquisition of 
reference works long wanted; and it has been possible to take 
advantage of these opportunities through the funds definitely 
assigned to book purchases in the last two years. An important 
purchase from the E. B. Greene Gift was a fine complete set of 
the 48 volumes of the periodical, Repertorium fur Kunstwissen- 
schaft, which is of inestimable value as reference material; The 
Eleanor Hilliard Memorial Fund made possible, among other 
things, the Symonds and Preece, Needlework Through the 
Ages, two illustrated catalogues of the Burlington Fine Arts 
Club, and the Albertina Beschreibender Katalog der Handzeich- 
nungen. The Hermon A. Kelley Art Library Fund was the 
means by which the Library was enabled to obtain a fine copy 
of the four magnificently illustrated volumes of Die Ausstellung 
von Meisterwerken Muhammedanischer Kunst, in Munchen, 
zoo. The Trustees’ Library Purchase Fund secured the newly 
published volumes of the Eumorfopoulos collection; four vol- 
umes of actual leaves from fifteenth century books printed in 
Italy and Germany, collected and annotated by Konrad 
Haebler; Wilpert’s Die Romischen Mosaiken und Malerein; the 
25 volumes of publications of the Graphische Gesellschaft, 
among many others. Note has been made in the monthly Bu/- 
letin of the many important gifts that have been received and 
also in the complete list of donors appearing on page 73. Alto- 
gether 733 books have been added this year, bringing the total 
in the Library up to 8,639. 

The use made of the various collections is indicated but 
partially by the accompanying statistics. There has been an 
increase over last year of more than 63% in the number of 
readers who have made use of the Library; the slide loans show 
a = of more than 85%; and the photographs, of more than 
1697 

To many visitors, the Library is introduced by its periodicals. 
There are 139 magazines on file in five different languages, many 
of these not available elsewhere in the city. Important additions 
have been made to the current list this year. 

In the reference work we have the continued codperation of 
the Cleveland Public Library. It is planned to duplicate ex- 
pensive reference material as little as possible in the two 
libraries, but the more popular books can be used in both places

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to advantage. In the Public Library the book will be in con- 
stant circulation and therefore not available for reference; 
while in this Library, where books are not lent, all material is 
available for reference at all times, and patrons can be sent to 
the Public Library for a circulating copy. The advantage of 
this arrangement has been evident throughout the year. 

A type of Library service which takes a great deal of time, 
but which is not separately listed, is that of explaining our 
methods and systems of classification, filing, et cetera, to those 
who come from other libraries and museums. Last year 36 such 
questions were listed; and there were two large groups particu- 
larly interested, a class of 65 members from the School of 
Library Science, and the Apprentice Class from the Toledo 
Public Library. These groups listened to a general talk in the 
Library, and then questions were answered individually. 

The increase noted in the use of our lending collections of 
lantern slides and photographs is due chiefly to the more general 
recognition of the value of visual education; to the wider scope 
of our enlarged collections; and to the fact that each year the 
resources of the Library become more widely known. A new 
service, inaugurated this year, makes it possible for schools to 
borrow the large color prints, reproductions of well known 
paintings, for a period of a month, on condition that they pro- 
vide a suitable frame. Many schools have enjoyed this privilege, 
changing the picture each month and thus acquainting their 
pupils with a number of master-pieces in the course of the year. 
The whole collection of large prints is a constant source of 
suggestion for pictures suitable in the home and schoolroom. 

New lantern slide finders have been added to the equipment 
of that active department of the loan collections, to assist in the 
selection and arrangement of slides for lecture purposes. The 
design for the new furniture was worked out through sugges- 
tions obtained from those in use elsewhere, and with the codp- 
eration of the Department of Photography, Department of 
Buildings and Grounds, and the Library.

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DEPARTMENT OF CLASSICAL AND EGYPTIAN ART

During the year, there have been sixteen accessions of ancient 
art. One of these was the gift of Mrs. John L. Severance, a very 
beautiful necklace of pearls, precious stones, and gold worked in 
the ancient Greek school of goldsmiths of Kertch, in South 
Russia. A steatite scarab of Rameses II was given by Mrs. 
Charles S. Shinnick. The other objects were purchased from 
funds in the hands of the Museum. 

For the Huntington Collection came a Roman Portrait Head 
of a Man, which is to be illustrated in the next edition of the 
Encyclopaedia Britannica, and a rarely fine Roman sarcopha- 
gus. An archaic marble Head of a Sphinx of the sixth century 
B.C.; a handsome great bronze situla with sculptured mount- 
ings, of the early fifth century; and a funerary pitcher with 
drawings, fluid brush work in red on a white ground, in the lyric 
style of the fourth century—these would arrest attention, for 
their sheer beauty, in any collection. 

The Department acquired one fine thing out of the Harkness 
Fund, a large funerary pitcher of lustrous black, in perfect 
condition. It bears an able drawing, probably of Achilles mourn- 
ing over the arms of the dead Patroklos, in the red-figured 
technique of the first half of the fifth century B.C. 

The J. H. Wade Fund made possible the purchase of several 
works of art of much beauty. A little archaic bronze figure of

an athlete pouring oil, made as a mirror stand, though classed 
as a “minor art” has the sculptured value of many a famous 
full-size statue. A marble Head of a Youth, possibly a retro- 
spective work of Roman times, possesses all the charm of that 
transitional period of Greek art in the early years of the fifth 
century, when the Greeks were young. An archaic Etruscan 
bronze statuette of Zeus, two archaic terra cottas, and an 
Apulian vase of the third century are all worthy of their earlier 
companions in the Wade Collection. One Egyptian relief came 
from the same source, a little Saite ram, sound in structure, 
accomplished in design, precise in workmanship. Its elegance is 
delightful. The last work of art purchased from the Wade Fund 
is an Assyrian relief in alabaster representing a genie kneeling 
before the sacred tree. The rest of this panel, comprising half of 
the tree, and the other genie, is in the National Gallery of 
Canada, in Ottawa. The relief is the first example of Assyrian 
art which has come to the Museum. It is important both as the 
corner-stone of what should be a new group in the Museum 
collections, and as a work of art fine in its own right.

In surveying the work of the past year, the Department is very 
greatly impressed with the assistance and support which its 
many friends have given it. Programs such as are presented 
year in and year out at the Museum are made possible only 
by the generous codperation of the musicians of Cleveland and 
elsewhere, seldom adequately paid, and frequently not paid at 
all. The Department is grateful for all these services and is 
still more appreciative of the constant and lively interest which 
has made such services possible. 

The subject of major importance for the early part of the 
year was ‘““The Chamber Music of Brahms,” a series of presenta- 
tions extending over two years and including all the trios, 
quartets, quintets, and sextets of Brahms. This was replaced 
for the season 1928-1929 by a series devoted to “German 
Lieder,” of which the first, “The Songs of Schubert,” was given 
in October by Joseph Lautner, of The Ithaca Conservatory of 
Music. This program was also the first of a group of three de- 
signed to commemorate the centenary of the death of Franz 
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Peter Schubert. The second of this Schubert group was made 
up of his piano music, and brought out so many people that the 
pianist, Beryl Rubinstein, was asked, and graciously consented, 
to repeat his program. The third, comprised of chamber music, 
was arranged by André de Ribaupierre and was presented by 
artists from The Cleveland Institute of Music and The Cleve- 
land Orchestra. A choral series, given by the choir of St. Ann’s 
Church, the choir of The First Baptist Church, The Lutheran 
Chorus, the choir of St. Theodosius Russian Orthodox Church, 
The Swiss Singers, and The Fortnightly Club, extended through- 
out the year, alternating with the Wednesday evening organ 
recitals. On Sunday afternoons there was a group of miscella- 
neous events; and, also, the regular half-hour organ recitals. 

The most important single events were: “The Music of 
Claude Debussy,” by E. Robert Schmitz; “The Musicof Maurice 
Ravel,” by the composer assisted by Lisa Roma, soprano; ““The 
Contemporary Music of Hungary,” by Bela Barték; an organ 
recital by Fernando Germani, of The Augusteo, Rome; and 
the program of “Music by Cleveland Composers” (given in 
connection with The Tenth Annual Exhibition of Work by 
Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen) which presented works by 
Quincy Porter, Beryl Rubinstein, and Parker Bailey. 

To comment in detail on each event during the year is 
impossible. A glance at the following list, however, will show 
the scope of the subjects treated and the music presented. This 
does not attempt to cover the organ recitals.

The absence of the curator for study abroad during the season 
1928-1929 has necessitated certain changes in the schedule. The 
organ work, for example, has been carried on, since August 
first, by organists of Cleveland and vicinity, one each month. 
Also, the Saturday classes for members’ children have been 
changed to include one in English Folk Dancing, by Olive 
Whitworth, and one in Music Appreciation, by Eileen Brodie. 

The Music Department has aided in the Saturday afternoon 
entertainments for children, and has had full charge of one each 
month. Broadcasting of the Sunday recitals continued through 
June. 

Overflow audiences, such as that for Mr. Rubinstein, bring 
up again a problem which is constantly facing the Music De- 
partment, namely, that of arranging its programs so as not to 
tax the limited seating capacity of the Museum auditorium. In 
the words of a leading music critic of Cleveland “........the 
one perfect place in Cleveland for chamber music is the delight- 
ful hall of the Museum. There is a rightness in the whole setting 
that compels one to wish that all our principal chamber music 
events might be placed there.” This very chamber music 
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quality makes it necessary to pass by many a charming program 
and gifted artist. This is partly taken care of by an occasional 
program for members only. But there will probably continue 
to be maladjustments of audience to auditorium. We ask, there- 
fore, for the forbearance of the public in the future, as we 
thank them for their forbearance in the past, and assure them 
that every possible precaution for their comfort will be taken, 
while still maintaining the high quality of the programs pre- 
sented.

MEMBERSHIP AND PUBLICITY DEPARTMENTS

MEMBERSHIP DEPARTMENT 


Institutions like the Museum find that one of their serious 
problems is that of maintaining personal contact and codpera- 
tion with their members. The interest in a new undertaking and 
the informality of asmall membership naturally arouse enthu- 
siasm; but as passing years remove the element of novelty and 
the membership increases, the institution and its accomplish- 
ments tend to become matters of course, and the members, 
merely names on the records. 

Our Museum aims to avoid this loss of personal relations with 
its members and to maintain a vital interest on their part by 
arranging, for their benefit, classes, lectures, and receptions and 
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MEMBERSHIP AND PUBLICITY DEPARTMENTS 


in various ways keeping them actively in touch with it. Much 
of the responsibility for maintaining this contact is placed upon 
the Membership Department which, in addition to handling 
records and financial transactions, carries on the routine work 
of Saturday classes; mails Bulletins, post cards, and invitations; 
provides for an information desk on lecture nights; and per- 
forms various other functions in the interest of membership. 

Through the Department, outsiders are interested, brought 
into contact with the Museum, and enrolled as members. To 
those who find it necessary to cancel their membership, a 
message of regret is sent by mail or telephone, and the hope 
expressed that, at some future time, their Museum connection 
may be renewed. 

The past year has been most successful: 1841 new members 
have been secured; and although 1039 have been lost through 
various causes, a net gain has been made of 802, making the 
total membership 6482. 

A very material addition has been made to membership 
income through Mr. Mott K. Cook, Mr. Whiting’s personal 
representative. He has interviewed many who, it was thought, 
might be interested in making liberal contributions to the 
Museum. As a result, a gratifying number have been added 
to the higher classes of membership. 

The dues collected during the year total $69,690.00. Of this, 
$46,180.00, from Annual and Sustaining Memberships, is 
applied to current expenses, while the balance of $23,510.00, 
from higher class memberships, is credited to the Membership 
Endowment Fund, which now amounts to $275,052.60. 

As in past years, great encouragement has come from the 
large number who have increased their contributions, not for 
additional benefits to be received, but as a means of affording 
the Museum additional support. 


PUBLICITY DEPARTMENT 

An adequate understanding, on the part of the public, as to 
the aims, activities, and accomplishments of the Museum can 
be secured only by continuous, well distributed publicity. 
Friendly codperation on the part of innumerable newspapers, 
magazines, house organs, and other publications has made it 
possible to secure such publicity, both locally and abroad; and

to the familiarity and interest which this has bred in the public 
mind may be attributed much of the success in building up the 
membership. 

As was emphasized in last year’s report, most of the publicity 
sent out is informational, thus making the Department not a 
mere source of advertising for the Museum, but a means of 
expanding the scope of its educational activities. 

The program of radio talks given during the 1927-28 lecture 
season was not resumed in the fall, owing to lack of funds and 
the absence of a resident organist. It is hoped, however, that 
this activity will be resumed during the coming year. 

The clipping files show a continuous gain in Museum pub- 
licity. With existing facilities, a maximum seemed to have been 
reached in 1926 and 1927, these years showing 19,400 and 19,800 
inches respectively. In 1928, however, a total was raised to 
25,500 inches, an increase of nearly 30%. 


SALES DESK 


The sales desk, which heretofore has been reported by the 
Department of Photographs and Printing, has been transferred 
to the Publicity Department. Miss Flora E. Hard continues in 
charge as before and reports sales as follows for the year.

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EDUCATIONAL DEPARTMENT 


Rossiter Howarp, Curator 


The most important development of the educational work dur- 
ing the year was the reorganization of work with two of the 
suburban school systems, on a basis which not only produces a 
large increase in the quantity of work done, but which promises 
also a greatly heightened educational effect. After several years 
of study of the situation, during which a loose organization 
brought in a small number of classes, the Department has come 
to the point of setting up a definite system with the schools of 
Cleveland Heights and Shaker Heights, guided by the results 
of the educational experiments which have been included in 
earlier reports. The Department made a careful study of the 
curricula of these schools in codperation with the superinten- 
dents, supervisors, and certain of the principals and teachers of 
the schools; and it has correlated the Museum collections with 
the activities of the schools. Several teachers’ meetings were 
held at the Museum, at which the teachers were shown the 
collections and the points of contact with their own work. 

Schedules for class visits from the Heights to the Museum 
are made by the supervisors with full knowledge of what is 
needed by the classes and when it is needed. About ten days 
before a teacher is to bring a class to the Museum, she receives 
a letter asking what the class is doing in the subject to be 
studied, and asking furthermore that the children themselves 
formulate a number of questions to be answered through 
investigation of the collections. Those letters have brought 
about a class preparation for the visit, and an eagerness on the 
part of both teachers and of children to see for themselves what 
the art of the Museum can contribute to their desired know- 
ledge. 

Then, too, this meeting of a special need at a special moment 
has led the Museum teachers to prepare a unique lesson for 
each class—unique and elastic, following the spontaneous 
demands of the children. Classes have often returned for a 
series of visits. 

The increase in the number of classes taught by the Educa- 
tional Staff has been made possible in part by a change of 
policy in the work done under the Cleveland Board of Educa- 
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tion at the Museum. The problem of making the work of two 
teachers stationed at the Museum a quantitively important ele- 
ment for the 144,973 students in the Cleveland schools has been 
baffling. The school administration has therefore advised its 
Museum teachers to divert a part of their energies, at least 
temporarily, to helping the teachers in the public schools, and 
those still in training, to understand and use the art collections 
of this Museum and of the Educational Museum. This new em- 
phasis has been of value great enough to warrant the loss in 
numbers of classes from the Cleveland public schools visiting 
the Museum. A day spent in three conferences with individual 
teachers makes no statistical showing in comparison to one 
spent in teaching three classes visiting the Museum (to say 
nothing of three auditorium talks), but the educational effect 
is incalculably greater. The loss in numbers has been consider- 
able, but the School Administration evaluates the work on 
grounds other than statistics. 

As the new system with the Heights schools has been in opera- 
tion only since October, the total annual statistics look small; 
but the class teaching of the Educational Staff is fifty per cent 
larger than it has ever been before, not only in the number of 
classes but in the number of students. 

The Museum building has, indeed, nearly reached the satura- 
tion point in children’s work. There will always be lean weeks, 
for instance at the beginning and ending of school terms; and 
such relief is a blessing to the staff members, permitting library 
work, the preparation of exhibits, and other needful tasks. It 
will be possible to fill somewhat the lean places, but now when 
everything is in full swing, the galleries and corridors are about 
as full as they ought to be. Some Saturday mornings there have 
been a thousand children here for study taken as recreation. 
There is evident need to decentralize. 

Decentralization has begun in two ways. First, the Depart- 
ment has codperated with other museums and with The Cleve- 
land Public Library in establishing rudimentary branch 
museums at the suggestion of The Cleveland Conference for 
Educational Codperation. At three of the branch libraries in 
remote sections of the city there are rooms available for exhibi- 
tion and class work. There have been no funds to equip these 
rooms; but meantime The Cleveland Museum of Natural 
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History, The Western Reserve Historical Society, and The 
Museum of Art have united in the installation of joint exhibits in 
the lobbies of Carnegie West and Collinwood Libraries as an 
experimental basis for neighborhood museums. Courses of 
lectures were given in connection with the exhibits, and an 
adult group has continued art study under Mr. Ramus at The 
Carnegie West Library. 

The second field of decentralization has been in the forma- 
tion of fifteen art groups of children at certain of the branch 
libraries and social settlements. These groups were stimulated 
by reproductions of prints and drawings lent to a number of 
branch libraries. The Print Club has given a hundred dollars 
each year to purchase the reproductions. The Educational 
Department has furnished drawing materials. The response of 
children in drawings was immediate and large. Many gifted 
children were sent from the libraries to the Museum to compete 
for the Advanced Drawing Classes, and many others were 
organized into these fifteen groups. Seven of the groups now 
have student leaders from The Cleveland School of Art, a num- 
ber of these young teachers being students who began their art 
training in the Museum children’s classes. This Department has 
had oversight of the groups, with the invaluable help of Miss 
Julia Raymond. But there is need for a further step. A perma- 
nent teacher should be provided to conduct the work technically. 

Twenty-six children went on to The Cleveland School of Art 
in the fall, twelve of them on scholarships granted by The 
School of Art. It is a satisfaction to note a crop of youngsters, 
now maturing, to whom the Department may turn for help. 
Having started in the children’s classes, or simply as unaccred- 
ited habitués of the Children’s Museum, they have gone on 
to the Advanced Drawing Class, and then to The School of Art. 
Held together through membership in the Graphic Club, they 
are now ready to help as leaders or teachers. 

Within the Museum there are two further facts to mention in 
the children’s work. The classes for children of Museum mem- 
bers are filled far beyond the point of efficiency. Classes of over 
fifty children are ineffective, yet there is no way of limiting 
the registration. More room is essential. The other fact is that 
the Department has begun clubs and classes of children in 
archaeology. These began with the offering of Museum games 
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for children last summer and the starting of two little clubs, 
and were continued in two such classes for members’ children. 
Again, there is great need of room for meeting places. 

The preparation of an exhibit to send to Prague, Czechoslo- 
vakia, for the International Arts Congress required much labor 
last spring. There were many conferences with the faculties of 
The Cleveland School of Art and the art supervisors of the 
Public Schools in order to create a unified exhibit with a clear 
meaning. The exhibit expressed the codperative plan of Cleve- 
land institutions in carrying children through an art education, 
from the early years through advanced training, aimed to 
produce an intelligent public as well as competent artists with 
a receptive market. 

A puppet stage, with adequate lighting equipment, safely 
adjustable platform and steps for varying sized young puppet- 
eers, and a handsome curtain and proscenium, was made possi- 
ble by a generous gift of $700.00 made by Mrs. R. Henry 
Norweb and Mrs. Edwin C. Higbee. This stage will go far 
toward making the Saturday afternoon entertainments what 
they ought to be, productions for children by children. 

Another step forward in developing children’s entertain- 
ments is in preparing individual children to lead the Museum 
Hour for Children on Sunday afternoons. The initiation of the 
plan was reported a year ago as a group activity. It has devel- 
oped as individual work. The children, under the guidance of 
one of the staff, have done the necessary library study and have 
frequently written their own stories, based on their own 
“researches.” The audiences have listened with lively attention 
to these young speakers. 

The addition of Charles F. Ramus to the staff the first of the 
year added to the scope of the work with children and adults. 
On Saturday mornings, Mr. Ramus has met from one hundred 
to one hundred eighty-five children in the lobby, sending them 
with drawing materials to the galleries, where he has helped 
them with their drawing. He has been aided by Miss Smith and 
Miss Schiefer. Out of this group of children, ineligible for classes 
of members’ children, have come many excellent candidates for 
the Advanced Drawing Class; and the whole group, open to 
any child, has been given an opportunity to study the Museum 
collections and continue an art education. 
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Mr. Ramus has also given several courses for adults, including 
one course offering practice in drawing in the galleries. He has 
carried on one course in drawing at the Carnegie West Branch 
Library, and has frequently lectured both at the Museum and 
at other Cleveland institutions. His column of art criticism in 
The Cleveland News has afforded a further means of art propa- 
ganda and education. 

Other classes for adults have been continued by other mem- 
bers of the staff as formerly, the total number being twice as 
many as in any previous year. 

Public lectures at the Museum have been given as heretofore 
with no significant change—merely a slight increase in attend- 
ance. 

Miss Marguerite Bloomberg returned in February from a 
year of study in Europe. Mrs. Dunn went to Europe in the 
summer to attend the Prague Congress and to purchase for the 
lending collection, to which she added a great many objects of 
educational and aesthetic value. 

The lending collection has borne additional strain this year 
through the demands of the experimental centers at Carnegie 
West and Collinwood Branch Libraries, by the opening of new 
branch libraries, by the installation of cases for art exhibits in 
Lakewood, Shaker Heights, Rocky River, and Parma Schools, 
and by two county libraries at Berea and South Euclid. The 
special exhibitions at the branch museums and the many calls 
for other special exhibitions have demanded material quite 
other than what has been shown heretofore in the standard 
cases. They have also required a vast amount of work. There 
has been constant effort to adapt the exhibits to the needs of 
the schools and neighborhoods, and to install what was wanted 
at the time it was needed. This adaptation is an important ele- 
ment in the effectiveness of the extension work.

The year 1928 has seen another slight increase in the work of 
this Department, without any increase in working force, space, 
or equipment. The number of orders received was 968, and the 
number filled, 1060; 987 new negatives were made, catalogued 
and filed, and many new catalogue cards were typed for old 
negatives. In nearly every class listed a greater number of 
orders was received than during the previous year. In the follow- 
ing tabulation some changes have been made from the last 
Annual Report. “Stationery’’ has been changed to “Office Sup- 
plies,” and all charges to the Sales Desk are listed under that 
heading. The Sales Room Receipts will be found in the Publicity 
Department report, as the Sales Desk work was transferred to 
that department on the first of May.

DEPARTMENT OF REGISTRATION 


Eveanor R. Sackett, Registrar 


Our 1928 records show a decided increase in the work of the 
Department over that of the previous year. The total number of 
items handled was greater, more insurance coverage was 
written, more special exhibitions held, and many more items 
from foreign countries were received by the Museum. 

There were twenty special exhibitions shown during the year. 
Among them, the largest were the Danish National Exhibition 
of Arts and Crafts, and the Tenth Annual Exhibition of Cleve- 
land Artists and Craftsmen. Selected paintings from this last 
exhibition were sent to Akron for a month; they were sent later 
to the Ohio State Fair, and from there to the Columbus Gallery 
of Fine Arts, where they were exhibited also for a month. 

The Museum now has two travelling exhibitions in its charge; 
the work of Alpo S. Tuura, and an exhibition of water colors by 
Cleveland artists; both have just started out on their respective 
itineraries. 

A collection of paintings by Clarence Carter was shipped to 
Portsmouth, Ohio, for exhibition; also paintings and sculpture 
for the One-Hundred and Twenty-Third Annual Exhibition of 
the Pennsylvania Academy of the Fine Arts were received by 
the Museum, passed upon by a jury, and later shipped to 
Philadelphia. 

It is a satisfaction to report a continued interest in our system 
of registration by visitors from other museums: there have been 
more requests for material illustrating our routine. 

The amount of insurance coverage written-by this Depart- 
ment during the year was $1,001,529.26.

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DEPARTMENT OF BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS 


Joun W. McCase, Superintendent 


Through eleven years of continuous service our heating, ven- 
tilating, and conditioning systems have proved very satis- 
factory, with a minimum cost for upkeep. In order to keep a 
uniform condition of humidity and temperature in our galleries 
and storage, it is necessary to operate the plant continuously, 
day and night, throughout the heating season. During the 
summer it is also necessary, on exceptionally humid days, to 
furnish heat during the night in order to prevent any damage 
which might occur as the result of excessive moisture. In the 
summer an Eclipse Smoke Indicator was installed; this controls 
the smoke to better advantage. Approximately 600 tons of coal 
were consumed during the year at a cost of $3,437.41. The 
operating expenses of the heating, lighting, and ventilating 
systems for the year amounted to $16,643.95. 

During 1928 certain repair work was done on the building 
such as painting, refilling most of the joints in tiles on the roof, 
and caulking upper and lower ledges of the building. The etching 
press was removed from its original position in the attic and 
installed in a special room in the basement. 

The condition of the grounds remains practically unchanged. 
Sixteen rhododendrons have, however, been added on the north- 
east end of the grounds; and two thousand Berberis Thunbergii 
seedlings were planted on terraces and the southern approach, 
to replace Evonymus as a dwarf edging. 

One-hundred and seventy-nine orders were completed in the 
shops, aggregating $4,366.62, the most important of which were: 
three pedestals, sixty frames for various institutions, cabinets 
and racks for Library and Textile Room, and the building of 
the new marionette stage. 

This Department handled 1854 shipments, of which 430 were 
outgoing. 

Miss Helen Moore, dietitian and manager of the lunch room, 
resigned, and Mrs. Flood was appointed on April 1, 1928. 
Improvements have been made in the lunch room equipment, 
including a General Electric Refrigerator and a Hobart Kitchen 
Mixer. During the year 16,098 patrons were served. 

The problem of a new lighting equipment for the Armor 
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Court is now being studied by Mr. Ward Harrison, of Nela 
Park. 

The total cost of operating the Department of Buildings and 
Grounds during 1928 was $64,889.42.

Once more the Museum has been saved from showing a deficit by a special 
grant of $10,000 from the John Huntington Art and Polytechnic Trust; but 
the margin of safety is much less than last year and is quite likely to disappear 
entirely during 1929, despite increased grants for operating expense voted by 
the Huntington Trust and The Horace Kelley Art Foundation. 

As pointed out last year, such an uncertain matter as a few weeks of unus- 
ually severe weather can add several thousand dollars to the operating cost 
and make the difference between a balance or a deficit in the operating 
account. The need for building up the General Endowment Fund clearly 
becomes more urgent each year, with the increase in expenses and the ten- 
dency to lowered income on invested funds. 

During 1928 a careful study has been made of our accounting system, 
which has resulted in a new set of books, embodying certain changes which 
will simplify the work and clarify the statements. This is to go into effect 
as of January I, 1929.

We have satisfactorily accounted for Cash on hand and on deposit at 
December 31, 1928, as stated. The extent of our verification of the recorded 
Cash transactions consisted of tracing the recorded receipts for the year 
directly into the bank deposits and examining cancelled checks, with the 
exception of checks shown as outstanding at December 31, 1928, bank char- 
ges, as well as pay rolls, invoices, receipts, etc., on file in support of these 
disbursements. 

Bonds and Mortgages, aggregating $582,100.00 par value, included in the 
accompanying Balance Sheet at a book value of $570,338.48, were confirmed 
directly to us by The Guardian Trust Company, Cleveland, as being held in 
trust at December 31, 1928. No adjustment was made by us to reflect market 
values at December 31, 1928. 

Accounts Receivable of record at December 31, 1928, were proved as to 
total by trial balance of the individual accounts but at the request of the 
management we did not correspond with the recorded debtors to further ver- 
ify the correctness of the Museum’s records. We have included under the 
caption of Accounts Receivable, an item of $47.50 as due from the Henry T. 
Loomis Memorial Fund. In the purchase of bonds for this fund, it was neces- 
sary to advance this amount, to cover the premium, from Regular Cash 
Accounts. An official of the Museum has advised us that final disposition of 
this item will be made by the Trustees. 

Inventory value of Supplies, etc., amounting to $4,404.42, is based upon a 
physical inventory taken and priced under the direction of the management 
and certified to us by an official of the Museum. 

Full provision is made in this Balance Sheet for all liabilities at December 
31, 1928, disclosed by the records examined and information obtained by us.

incident to the foregoing generally expressed purposes.” 


The Cleveland Museum of Art is a corporation, not for profit, 
formed under the laws of the State of Ohio.
